Third Parties. 


. The organization ot third .parties has 
become so frequent in this country that 
they have ceased to command the atten- 
tion ot thinking people. There is no 
written law to prevent these organiza- 
tions; there is no* snob law to prevent 
thoee who desire to do no, to become 
numbers of these different organizations; 
but the unwritten law ot personal respon- 
sibility in the practical affairs of govern- 
ment prevents these parties from becom- 
ing a faotor in politic* only an they may 
individually aid one or the other of the 
leading political parties in securing con- 
trol of the government, and in that case 
these (bird parties might as well have 
voted directly for the candidate of the 
party they practically aided. 
People 


have also oome to understand that de- 
signing men who have been disappointed 
in securing or retaining places in the 
great parties are ajways found at the 
birth of these new organizations. 


The time has been when men ooul J be 


led into these now organizations with the 
hope that, like the Republican purty., 
new parties could be sprang into power, 
hot this theory has died.put of the minds 
of all except the most thoughtless. Since 
the organization of tba government there 
has been two elements or civilizations 
whose political beliefs have been antngor 
niatic. They were at the first known SB 
Federalists and . anti-Federalists. The 
one believed in a strong central govern- 
ment and the other in the Sovereignty of 
the states. 


The slavery question and thetarifl 


question caused a change in the names ol 
these parties and these questions caused 
some change in thn material which made 
up these _ elements. Thoee contending 
parties, at length, became known as the 
Democratic party . and the Wig party. 
The 
central 
lino 
w'hich 
marked 


the division of the Federal and the anti- 
Federal parties • became more marked 
as the slavery and tariff questions as- 
sumed prominence, until the Whig party 
went to piecex over the rook ot slavery, 
when the old Federal element ngirin com- 
ing to the front in the shape of the Be 
publican party carried the country and 
the anti-Federalists went into rebellion 
against the government. The anti-Fed- 
eralist element in 1330, then known as 
the Democratic party, adopted free trade 
as n part of its principles while the Whigs 
and afterwards the Republicans held on 
to the originally universal principle ot 
protection. 


Thus the Republican and Democratic 


parties are ua squarely divided on the is- 
sue which divided the old Fedornl arid 
anti-Federal parties, and which gave 
them those names, as these partiee were, 
and in addition to this, they nre divided 
sqaarely on the tariff question, and sev- 
eral minor questions which grow out ot 
them. So long as this is trn» the organi- 
sation of a third party that onn ever dic- 
tate an eleotorial vote is impossible. Take 
the Prohibition pnrly as an example. 
From what was fluid in its behalf, many 
believed that it would rapidly spring into 
prominence, but the fact that from 188-J 
to 1888, it only gained 98,987 votes, while 
the combined gain of the two old parties 
was 1,219,061 shows that it can never be- 
come a party that will command the at- 
tention of the American people. The 
same is true ot the greenback party uhd 
must be trnootthe Farmers' Alliance 
party, The only way to be represented 
ia the management of the affairs ot gov- 
ernment, unless by false pretensep, is to 
vote with one of the old parties. One or 
the other of these parties will control the 
affairs ot the government. The priuci 
pies of one or the other will be enforced. 
The voters of the" country are its sover- 
eigns and no voter can measure up to hia 
responsibilities as a sovereign by refusing 
to vote nor can he absolve himself from 
such responsibility by wimting his time 
in a nseless endeavor to organize third 
patties so long as these doctrines, now 
contended for by the two old pnritep, are 
always present. 


How Tin Plates are Made. 


In view of the present crisis ia the 


South Wnlee tin plute trade, the particu- 
lars of the Morewobd process of tinnier* 
plates now iu nee at the works of the 
United States Iron and Tin Plute Com- 
pany, Limited, Dommler, PH., may lio of 
interest. The plates are rolled in the 
ordinary way into black sheets, eight of 
those sheets being rolled at one time,nod 
after being sheared to size are put-in the 
black pickle bath of sulphuric acid,where 
all oxidation is removed. They are then 
placed ia an annealing furnace for thirty- 
six hours, after which they are passsd 
through the cold rolls,receiving a smooth, 
polished surface; they are annealed again 
and pnt into the white pickle, where they 
are thoroughly cleansed from niiy oxida- 
tion; they are then ready for the tinning 
process. The mode of putting on the 
coat ot tin is very simple. The plates 
are first submerged in a bath of palm oil 
until all the water disappears, the oil 
forming a flax for the tin, the first coat 
of which is received in the tin pot; the 
plates are next dipped in the "wash pot,'' 
and when taken out the tin is spread 
over the surface with a brush by hand. 
The final act in the tin-coating process 
consists in passing the plates through 
rolls, running in palm oil, wheieby the 
tin is evenly distributed and a smooth 
surface obtained. There are five ot these 
rolls used, throe running on top of two, 
and the plates make two posses through 
them, in the first place being let down 
through the first anil second of the upper 
set, and by a cradle arrangement being 
returned through ttiie second and third. 
This .completes the tinning operation 
proper, and the polish is obtained by 
rapid movements of the plates through 
bran and middlings, respectively, and 
then polishing with sheepskin. The re- 
mit obtained at the.Demmler works ia n 
very excellent article ot bright tin plate.
